gainſt his owne Creature and engaging himſelfe 
not. onely in. his owne Quarrell againſt his ene- 
nies; hut the Creature againſt it ſelfe ; Angels a- 
gainft Angels, and Angels __ Men, and Men 
againſt Xez,. So thar the Herauldry of CHz(;r::: 
and Soldieryy as:iz s of-prime Anriquitie, ſoit is 
regertiontlty honourable; the Anizen: of dayes, 
the eAlmighty himſelfe being the Lord of Hoſts, 
anda Hay vf Warre, fo called, Exod.15.
